2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regard to claim 1 and 18-19, Kertesz and Reis fail to disclose an inner nylon 
conductive layer comprising carbon fibers or fibrils, an aluminum core or barrier and an 
outer protective layer precluding nylon or high density polyethylene. Both Keresz and 
Reis teach nylon and high density polyethylene protective layers and thus the 
references teach away from applicant's claimed invention.
